4. Claim 39 recites a System comprising in which the electronics comprise a main 
signal printed circuit board and an extender circuit board connected to said main signal 
printed circuit board, first and second printed circuit board connectors respectively 
mounted on said main signal and extender printed circuit boards, each of said main 
signal and extender printed circuit boards having a plurality of contact members, said 
main signal primed circuit board connector having a first plurality of interconnection lines 
connected to said main signal printed circuit board connector and a second plurality of 
interconnection lines connected to said plurality of contact members of said main signal 
printed circuit board, said extender printed circuit board having a third plurality of 
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interconnection lines connected to said extender printed circuit board connector and a 
fourtli plurality of interconnection lines connected to said plurality of contact members of 
said extender printed circuit board, said first printed circuit board connector engaging 
said plurality of contact members of said extender printed circuit board and said second 
printed circuit board connector engaging said plurality of contact members of said main 
signal printed circuit board, in combination with other elements of the claim. 

These features taken alone or in combination are neither disclosed nor 
suggested by the prior art of record.
